The  opportxinity  given  a student  to  qualify  for  the  Thespian  member- 
ship is  a wholesome  educational  Incentive,  The  training  and  discipline 
which  the  student  acquires  are  the  results  or  continued  efforts  towards 
a definite  goal.  Out  of  this  educational  experience  is  created  a last- 
ing Interest  in  the  dramatic  arts  and  a greater  appreciation  of  them. 

The  Thespian  pledge  of  membership  places  upon  the  student  the  obliga- 
tion of  asstuning  greater  tasks  and  responsibilities  in  carrying  forward 
the  dramatic  arts  program  of  the  school.  Students  who  fall  to  maintain 
satisfactory  standards  of  membership  are  subject  to  suspension  or  explu- 
slon.
